British Spurn 
Jap Mediation 


Compromise Impos- 
sible in "Cause We 
Are Fighting for 


LONDON — (/P)— 
Prime Minister 


Churchill has told Japan that Britain 
rejected any mediation in her war 
wilh Germany, Ihe government an- 
nounced Tuesday. 


The announcement was made in the 


House of Commons by R. A. Butler, 
under-secretary of foreign 
affairs. 


"In a recent communications lo the 


foreign secretary (Anthony Eden) the 
Japanese minister for foreign affairs 
(Yosuke Matsuoka), after referring 
generally to the European war, ob- 
served that Japan was fully prepared 
to act as mediator or to take what- 
ever action was calculated to restore 
peace and normal conditions not only 
in greater East Asia but anywhere in 
the world," Butler told Ihe house. 


"The Japanese minister in subse- 


quent public statements—made, he 
said, after consulting Germany—had 
indicated lhat his words were not to 
be regarded as an offer of medialion 
in the European war. 


"In any case, the Japanese minister 


has been informed by the prime min- 
ister than in,a cause of Ihe kind for 
which we are fighling—a cause in no 
way concerned with territory, trade 
or material gains, but affecting Ihe 
whole future of humanity—there can 
be no question of compromise or 
parley."

Maybe it's not too late even now 


to save records of the things on 
which you claim expense deductions. 
When you're making out the tax, save 
the data on which you base your 
claim. No end of trouble is caused 
by failure to itemize the claim in 
the first place, or to save evidence 
of the expense later. 


For instance, a salesman claims that 


he uses his auto in his business, and 
claims a $500 deduction for that. It's 
not good enough. He must show how 
he spent the $500; how much for gas, 
where he traveled, how much for re- 
pairs, and so on. Traveling expense 
and entertainment must be broken 
down lo show what was spent foi 
what, and why.

G 


ET fun out of your newspaper. 


Read it for sheer enjoyment 


and entertainment. It brings you a 
regular parade of what goes on in 
the world about you. It gives you 
the good and the bad news. It re^ 
ports success and failure, rain an/ 
sunshine, happiness and sorrow. 


But when next you start to read a copy of your 


paper, say this sentence over to yourself: 


"Here in my hands is the recipe for freedom; from 


it / will learn what / can and must do, if 7 am to 
keep my freedom." 


Probably you haven't thought of it that way, 


but from some source you must learn to distinguish 
right from wrong, good from bad, worth from 
worthlessness. Your horse or your dog or even 
your small son does not need to concern himself 
much with those things because most of his de- 
cisions are made for him. 


However, you, a free citizen, responsible for 


your own safety, your own money, your own 
government, must keep abreast of what's going on. 
You must make hundreds of definite decisions 
each year. 


Is the proposed new traffic law a good thing;" ifc ^' 


that shirt worth two dollars; shall I buy life iri- ^ 
surance-or government bonds; should medical "V 
service be paid for by taxes or by the individual.?^ 


How good is bur national defense ? How depend- , 


able is our local police force? The list is almost , 
endless in this complicated, modern life we live.,,/ 


Unless you want to give up democracy and turn 


all such vexing questions over to a king, or a dic- 
tator, or a master, you must have all the evidence in 
order to make your share of right decisions. 


You know, of course, that your newspaper gives 
you the news, the accurate information which 
enables you to find your answers. 


Take the "wave" of kidnaping which struck us 


a few years ago. Public opinion, roused by the 
news, led to stiffening of laws, to efficient law en- 
forcement and finally to the virtual stamping out 
of this kind of crime. Except for your newspapers 
or some news-reporting service you could hardly 
have known of a single kidnaping case, 


Or take an example from the advertising col- 


umns of the newspapers. There'll be news of the 
development of a new kind of fabric in a labora- 
tory. It is, perhaps, one that will stretch two ways
